After  being  selected  to

For  the  fourth  time 
in  five  years,  the  men's 
soccer  team  advanced  to 
the  NCAA  Division  HI 
national  tournament 
after  an  outstanding  14-2- 
1  campaign  during  the 
regular  season.  Led  by 
coach  Roy  Gordon,  who 
for  the  fourth  time  in 
five  years  was  named  the 
South  Atlantic  Region 
Division  III  Coach  of  the 
Year,  the  Eagles  recorded 
their  first-ever  NCAA 
win—  a  2-1  victory  over 
Bethany  College  played  at 
the  Battleground  field. 

In  the  quarterfinal 
round  which  was  also 
played  in  Fredericksburg, 
MWC  fell  2-0  to 
Greensboro  College.

The  women's  soccer 
team  claimed  its  first- 
ever  NCAA  tournament 
victory  when  freshman 
Jennifer  Cochran's 
(SterUng,  VA)  penalty 
kick  clinched  a  1-0  win 
over  St.  Lawrence  at 
Fayetteville,  NC.   This 
first-round  game  marked 
junior  goalie  Diane 
DeFalco's  (Springfield, 
VA)  tenth  shutout  of  the 
season.  DeFalco  (1.29 
GPG)  later  earned  first- 
team  All-American 
honors  for  her 
outstanding  season  in 
goal. 

In  the  quarterfinal 
round  of  the  national 
tournament,    Methodist 
handed  MWC  its  first 
shutout  of  the  season,  a  3- 
0  blanking.  The  Eagles 
only  two  Division  III 
losses  were  to  Methodist 
(including  a  4-3  double 
overtime  loss  in 
Fredericksburg). 

The  Eagles  of  first- 
year  coach  Kurt  Glaeser 
were  led  in  scoring  by 
sophomore  forward  Erin 
Patrick  (Arlington, 
VA/26  points)  and  junior 
All-Region  forward 
Ronni  Pile  (Washington, 
D.C./24  points).

(So./Fairfax,  VA). 

MWC  (13-6-1) 
finished  the  season  with 
its  best-ever  #8  ranking.

(Jr. /Worcester,  PA), 
gained  ITCA

America  status  by 
reaching  the  quarterfinals 
in  the  32-person  national 
singles  competition. 
Copper,  who  has  posted  a 
three-year  record  of  92-21 
in  singles  competition, 
led  the  Eagles  at  nationals 
by  winning  all  three 
singles  matches  in  team 
competition  and  teamed 
with  freshman  Laura 
Graham  (Worcester,  MA) 
to  win  two  doubles 
matches. 

The  Eagles,  who  lost 
only  two  matches  to 
Division  III  opponents 
during  the  16-9  campaign, 
look  to  make  their  tenth 
trip  to  nationals  as  they 
lose  only   one  senior 
from  the  '90  squad.
